“LEADER'S ’ GRAPHIC ACCOUNT. 


Thanks to tho good offices of 
the Telegraph's Macao corrospon- 
dent, we are now ablo to give the 
full story of tho flight -of tho 
Pottuguose aviators, Major Brita 
Paes and Major Sarmonto Boiros, 
from Lisbon to tho Far East, os 
recauntod by the loader of thé 
flight at the reventpublicrecoption 
in the Portuguoso Colony. 

THE THREE STAGES. 
The wholo distance covered 
was 17,200 kilomotres and the 
actual flying (ime was 118 hours 
and 30 minutos, un upproximate 
avorage of L4G kilomotros por hour,

THE FLIGHT. 

Hore is the story of the flight: 
as told by Major Britto Pacs:—- 

“On ‘lonving Portugal, wo 
passod over tho Quai di: 
Quivir, where wo were almost 
forced ‘to. doscond, coming 
down to fifty metres. Howaver, 
wo managed to proceed and 
reached Tarife after passing 
through very slormy .wouthor, 
We did not know ‘the mountains 
in tho soutif of Spain, and our 
diMficultios were increased by tho 
heavy fogs ahd rain which wo 
encountored.
